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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
Paze 1: 

The continuation data in the first paragraph should be updated to reflect the current status 
of Serial No. 09/950,971.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 
Claim 1: 

Lines 3-4 recite "an upwardly and outwardly curved side wall surface extending from 
said shank section to a point proximate an upper surface of said head section." However, it is 
improper to recite that the three-dimensional side wall surface of the shank extends to a single 
point. Perhaps the surface could extend to a plane, but not a point. Thus, this claim language is 
indefinite. 
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Double Patenting 

A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its support in 
the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or discovers any new and 
useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis added). Thus, the term "same 
invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to identical subject matter. See Miller v. 
EagleMfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re Ockert, 245 F.2d467, 114 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); 
and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (3 5 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in scope. The 
filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection based upon 35 
U.S.C. 101. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention as that of 
claims 1, 2, and 19-36, respectively, of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,663,329. This is a double 
patenting rejection. 

Claim 1: Other than some non-distinct differences in preamble language between application 
claim 1 and patent claim 1, the only difference in actual claim language is the recitation that the 
side wall surface of the shank section extends "to a point proximate an upper surface" of the 
head section (application claim 1), or "to an upper portion" of the head section (patent claim 1). 
The examiner sees no patentable distinction between these two phrases. The language "upper 
portion" is inclusive of "a point proximate an upper surface" and vice versa. 
Claim 2: Application claim 2 recites a second side wall surface that extends from "said point to 
the upper surface" of the head section, while patent claim 2 recites that it extends from "said first 
mentioned side wall surface to an upper end" of the head section. Again, there is no patentable 
distinction attributable to these differences in claim language. 

Claims 3-20: These claims correspond directly to patent claims 19-36, respectively. Although 
patent claim 20 is dependent on patent claim 2, it is believed that this is a typo, or a printing 
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error, since this claim should have been dependent on patent claim 1 (patent claim 20 is 
erroneously identical to patent claim 4).
